SENATE DONE WITH 
SUGAR SCHEDULE 


Except Provision Relating to Hawaii the 
Bill Is Complete, 


ONLY ONE YEA AND NAY TAKEN 


Alabama Senators Oppose Pettigrew 
Amendment About Trusts. 


AGRICULTURAL SCHEDULE THEN RESUMED 


Allison’s Resolution Relative to Mo- 
lasses and Other Sugar Is 
Agreed To. 


Washington, June 15.—The senate made a 
great stride forward tcday by completing 
the consideration of the sugar schedule 
of the tariff bill except the provision relat- 
ing to Hawait, which went over. 

This schedule has been the storm center 
of the entire bill and with it disposed of 
there is a better prospect for speedy action 
Cn the bill as & whcle. The first paragraph 
of the sugar schedule has served to bring 
out all the speeches and the test votes, and 
when this was passed early today the other 
Péeragraphs of the schedule were agreed 
to without further opposition. As agreed to 
the schedule places on sugar not above No. 
16 Dutch standard 1 cent per pound and .03 
of a cent for every degree above 75, and on 
sugas above No. 16 Dutch standard 1.95 
cents per pound, but on sugars testing 
below 87 degrees by the polariscope 1 
cent per pound shall be de- 
ducted. The other provisions of the 
schedule relate to maple sugar, maple sirup, 
candy, etc. Only one yea and nay vote was 
taken during the day and that on the 
amendment of Mr. Lindsay, of Kentucky, 
to make the ratio 1.8 cent per pound on 
sugar above No. 16 Dutch standard. 

The amendment was defeated—32 to 35. 

The Pettigrew amendment relating to 
trusts was then taken up and discussed at 
length. It developed considerable divergen- 
cy of views on both sides of the chamber, 
the two Alabama senators, Messrs. Mor- 
gan and Pettus, joining Mr. Hoar, of Mas- 
sachusetts, in opposition, 

Mr. Alliscn finelly tested the sense of 
the senate bill by moving to table the 
amendment, which motion prevailed—yeas, 
35; nays, 32—two democrats, Morgan and 
McEnery, voting with the republicans to 
table and thus turning the scale against the 
amendment. 

Consideration of the agricultural schedule 
was then resu'ned. 


As to Butter and Molasses. 

After the provision relating to the Haw- 
alian islands had been passed over. Mr. 
Allison moved to insert a new paragraph 
to be known as paragraph 206%, of which 
he had given notice. It is as follows: 

“That the duties on molasses clayed, 
jaggery and other sugars testing not 
above 87 degrees by the polariscope, shall 
be 1-10 of 1 rer cent per pound less than 
those imposed by the preceding paragraph 
on corresponding tests of sugar.’’ 

The paragraph was agreed to without 
objection. 

Paragraph 207, relating to maple sugar 
and maple sirup, Was agreed td: as report- 
ed; also paragraph 208, relating to sac- 
charine. The committee amendments to 
paragraph 209, relating to sugar candy and 
confectionery, were ‘agreed to as reported. 
This brought the senate to the end of the 
sugar schedule, the Hawaiian provision 
being the only one to go over. 

Mr. Pettigrew desired to have his amend- 
ment, relative to trusts, voted on as a 
part of the sugar schedule. 

Mr. Allison asked that it go over and be 
considered at a later hour. 

Mr. Pettigrew said he felt like having 
the {issue now unless overruled by the 
senate. 

Pettigrew’s Trust Amendment. 

Mr. Vest remarked that he had not sup- 
posed there was any difference among 
parties on the propriety of this amend- 
ment. It was time to dispose of it now, 
otherwise the whole sugar debate would be 
reopened at a later stage. 

The amendment was read with a view to 
a vote. It covers three printed pages and 
in brief provides that all articles on the 
dutiable list mentioned in this act shall 
be admitted free of duty if said article or 
articles of a like character of domestic pro- 
duction are manufactured or tieir sale 
controlled or the price affected by a trust 
or combination to increase the cost of 
said articles to purchasers by preventing 
competition or otherwise. 

Mr. Pettigrew said that this anti-trust 
policy had na plank of the republican 
party up to the time of the St. is con- 
ae when it was left qut of the plat- 
orm, 

Whether it was purposely left out in be- 
half of the trust would be disclosed by 
the vote today, he said. 

Mr. Hoar said he expected to do every- 
thing in his power to check the evil com- 
plained of. But it had no plaee in a tariff 
bill, he said, and should be dealt with as 
@ separa@? measure. 

Mr. Petcus, democrat, Alabama, begged 
his democratic associates to “go slow’’ on 
this amendment tending by ill-advised ac- 
tion to break down all classes of com- 
merce and manufacture. It was pattern- 
ed, he said, after the Canadian law, but 
was wholly unsuited to our _§ institutions. 
He sympathized with the aim of the amend- 
ment, for we had become a government by 
the trusts and by money, and the govern- 
ment’s heel should be put on the neck of 
this system. But in striking at trusts, 
the mistake should not be made of destroy- 
ing the entire manufacturing business of 
the country by courts. 

Mr. Pettus said this tariff bill was anoth- 
er evidence of the power of wealth, which 
was fast driving the country to commun- 
ism, and he warned senators that they 
were plunging along a road leading to the 
cormune. : 

Mr. Nelson, of Minnesota, nted out 
what he regarded as radical defects in the 
Pettigrew amendment, although he sup- 
ported the general principle of it. He said 
the amendment would piace an entire in- 
dustry outside of any trust, subject to pen- 
alty because some small trust was formed 
in that Hine. 

Mr. Caffery spoke for the amendment. 

Mr. Lindsay ironically pointed out that 
it would be serious, by this amendment to 
kill the sugar trust, after the bill took 
such care in the sugar schedule to foster 


trusts. 

Mr. Allison again urged that the amend- 
ment ought to go over for the time being 
and he appealed to Mr. Pettigrew to allow 
his to be done. 

: Mr. Pettigrew said the objections made to 
his amendment were in the nature of ex- 
cuses. He maintained’ that he was willing 
to so amend his proposition as to make it 
an effectval remedy against trusts. 

‘TT think.” exclaimed Mr. Pettigrew, 
“that the two debates on sugar, now and 
three years ay. justify the existence of a 
new litical party.”

RYDER 70 BB TRIED 


AT SPECIAL TERM 
Jndge Butt Calls a Special” Term of 
Talbot Superior Court. 

WILL BE CONVENED JULY 19 


Dr. Ryder’s Case Will Come Up at 
That Time.

He Was Convicted Once of the Mur-

Columbus, Ga., June 15.—(Special.)—tIt 
was learned today that a special term 
of the Talbot superio® court would be 
called to try Dr. W. &, Ryder, now con- 
fined in Mucogee jail, for the murder of 
Miss Sallie Emma Owéns. 

The regular term of the Talbot court will 
not be held before September. Judge Butt 
has just forwarded to Talbotton an order 
calling a special term of the Talbot court 
for Monday, July 19th, for the purpose of 
trying criminal business. At this special 
term the case of W. Li. Ryder will come 
up and once more he will be put on trial 
for his life for the crime for which he 
was corivicted last fall. 

Last spring when the Ryder case was 
called it was continued an@ when it came 
to trial last fall Ryder was convicted. His 
attorneys succeeded in obtaining a new 
trial for him. 

On account of these dclays in the case 
and as Judge Butt has the spare time just 
new, it was deemed advisable to call a 
special term of the Talbot superior court, 
at which the case will come pu. 

Dr. Ryder’s existence in the Muscogee jail 
is - monotonous one. He sees very few 
visitors.

CASE IN WHICH GATE CITY BANK 
CHEOK FIGURED IS SETTLED. 


Was Originally for $2, but Was Raised 
to $4,005 and Cashed in Birming- 
ham—Bradley Indorsed It. 


Montgomery, Ala., June 15.—(Special.)— 
An interesting case, involving what is 
supposed to be an echo of the Gate City 


bank of Atlanta, was settled by the su- | 


preme court today. 

Toward the later days of the Birming- 
ham boom, John G. Bradley, of Birming- 
ham, indorsed and cashed at the Birming- 
ham National bank a bill of exchange for 
$4,000, drawn by the Gate City National 
bank of Atlanta on a New York bank, 
and payable to and indorsed by one John 
Fx. 

‘The paper was in the possession of a man 
named Guilihorn, who owed Bradley $1,500 © 
and who proposed to pay the debt if Brad- 
ley would get the exchange cashed. Th 
Birmingham bank cashed the check and 
sent it to New York and the New York 


bank paid it. 

Later, when the New York bank returned 
the check to the Atlanta bank, it devel- 
oped that the check, which had been issued 
by the Atlanta bank for $2, had been raised 
to $4,000. The check had been punched with 
the $2 punch, when issued, but had been 
adroitly ed.

Con Baker, the long-ltegged favorite, won 
again last night in the hour race and 
John Chapman, the Atlanta. boy, was lap- 
ping his wheel for a close second. Curpen- 
ter was the man the crowd had selected 
to beat the bunch last night, but he had 
to take third place and scrap hard for 
that. Decker rode very close to him and 
fcr @ moment it seemed in doubt as to 
wko had won third place. The judges gave 
it to Carpenter. Lawson, the Swede, came 
fifth and thereby disappointed a large 
crowd of admirers who expected him to 
win out last night. Lawson, who is known 
tre world over as “the terrible Swede,” 
is a rider who has gained a great reputa- 
tion for his great riding. He holds the 
world’s record for fifty miles and has often 
come out among the first in six-day go-as- 
you-please races. He is one of the great- 
est riders in the world, but he seems to 
have run up against some right fast com- 
pany on the southern circuit. Those who 
have seen him ride, however, say that he 
will soon get in shape and before the week 
is over make a better showing. 

While the race last night was not quite 
as fast as the night betore, it was [ast 
enough to beat the worid’s record again. 
It was only one tap short of the night 
before ahd was even prettier than tne 
first night.

TO THE STATE FARM 


Investigating Committee Takes Up the 
State University. 


DOWN TO GRIFFIN TODAY 


Members of Committee To See State 
Encampment Also—Work of the 


Oil Inspectors. 


The Elalock committee will take a jump 
from Atlanta this morning and strike the 
state experimental farm at Griffin. 

Several members are also on the commit- 
tee to inspect the state encampment and 
while that body is at work this morning 
a sub-committee will visit the experimental 
station. 

This is a department of the university 
and marks the first step of the committee 
toward inspecting state institutions. The 
experimental farm has been named by 
those who fight university appropriations 
as its most vulnerable point. 

The inspection of the experimental farm 
will probably be made by Mr. Boynton, Mr. 
Swift and Mr. Blalock. 

As to the Oil Men. 

Much excitement was caused at the capl- 
tol yesterday because of a report that the 
committee in looking into the affairs of 
the oil inspectors and the department of 
fertilizers had discovered a huge shortage. 

This report, however, was denied by the 
members of the committee. They state 
that while small errors have thus far been 
discovered, no large amounts are wrong. 

Commissioner Nesbitt was called before 
the committee upon one or two cases and 
explained what appeared to be small er-, 
rors. Commissioner Nesbitt outlined the 
bill authorizing the appointment and the 
salaries of oil inspectors. It was upon this 
feature that the commissioner made the 
fight for his place, and he is therefore quite 
well versed in its methods. Before the 
passage of the bill regulating the salaries 
of the oil inspectors all that they made in 
the way of fees was pocketed. Now they 
are allowed $25 per month with two-thirds 
of the receipts if- the amount taken in 
reaches $700. 

Since the election of Commissioner Nes- 
bitt over $85,000 has been turned into the 
state treasury from the oil fees. Formerly 
all this amount went into the pockets of 
the inspectors. In 1891 the receipts reached 
for the year only %$2.000. The next year 
turned up $13.510. The great change is 
shown by the fact that for the first year 
some of the old officera had held over. For 
18938 the receipts reached $15.424 and since 
then have averaged about the same. — 

Commissioner » Nesbitt explained the 
amount paid for fertilizing tags in that a 
New York house had had a patent out, 
and that it was impossible to obtain tags 
uréer the price of $1.60 per 1,000. 

Recently the patent had expired and he 
has now bids out for having the tags sold 
to the state. 

The committee will take up the depart- 
ment of agriculture again upon its return 
from Griffin.

Hanna is returned to the senate from 
Ohio, the scheme of the gold syndicate 
will likely go through, and in order to 
secure that result, enough money is to 
be poured into Ohio this fall to run a 
national campaign. 

In setting forth the pians of the gol¢ 
syndicate and its agents, the republi- 
can leaders, we are not giving any new 
information. If any thoughtful person 
has failed to see the purpose lying just 
below the surface of republican politics, 
it is because he has paid little attention 
to events. The question that comes to 
the front now is, why does Mr. McKin- 
ley desire to postpone the so-called re- 
form? If the republican leaders really 
believe that the situation demands the 
retirement of the greenbacks and treas- 
ury notes by means of bond issues, why 
do they not boldly place themselves 
behind the proposition, instead of shirk- 
ing the responsibility and hiding be- 
hind a pasteboard commission? 

If the scheme is to be postponed until 
December, why not postpone it until 
the people of the country have an op- 
portunity to pass upon it at the polls. 
The proposition to change our whole 
currency system is a radical one, and 
affects the most vital interests -of the 
people. Would it not be good policy 
on the part of the republicans to submit 
the whole matter to the people, making 
the retirement of the greenbacks an is- 
sue in the congressional elections next 
year? Or has the party once led by 
Abraham Lincoln come to the pass that 
it has more respect for the selfish de- 
sires of the gold syndicate than it has 


for the will of the American peopie? 
A Plea for Pure English. 

From the report of the board of vis- 
itors to the State university recently 
outlined in these columns, the follow- 
ing sententious paragraph is extracted: 

Since the abflity to use good English 
is the very cream of the education of our 
American ycuth, and since there are great- 
er deficiencies in the school8 of the state in 
this branch of study than in all others, 
we urge that the requirements of admis- 
sion into the university be more strictly 
adhered to, especiaily in English, and that 
more time and attention be given to this 
study in the curriculum prescribed by the 
trustees. 

The suggestion embodied in the fore- 
going paragraph should meet with the 
approval of the board of trustees now 
in session at Athens. Without exag- 
geration it may be said that no lang- 
guage is more frequently mutilated in 
common, every-day speech than the 
English language. Nor does this ob- 
servation apply solely to those who have 
been denied the benefits of collegiate 
instruction. Even among college grad- 
uates offensive solecisms frequently 
crop out in the course of conversation, 
showing that the rules of English gram- 
mar are either lightly weighed or im- 
perfectly understood. Public speakers 
often commit the most glaring mistakes 
of rhetoric, not only in the heat of ar- 
gument, but in the formal and deliber- 
ate statement of propositions; while ed- 
itors themselves frequently offend in 
the most grievous manner against the 
rules of correct composition. 

This is due to the fact that sufficient 
stress is not laid upon the study of Eng- 
lish in our high schools and academies. 
Moore attention should be paid to this 
‘important department of study. Espe- 
cially should the elementary branches 
of the language be more thoroughly 
mastered. On the deceptive idea that 
English is our mother-tongue, and there- 
fore easily mastered, the schools of the 
country are not disposed to give as much 
time to English as they should; but this 
is a very great mistake. The study of 
English should take precedence over all 
other languages, and the student should 
be thoroughly grounded in its princi- 
ples. If the high schools and acade- 
mies of the country do their duty in 
this respect, the work of the colleges 
and universities will be made compara- 
tively easy. The standard of admission 
into the university, on.the score of Eng- 
lish, should be raised by all means; 
and the same considerations which ap- 
ply to the university of course apply 
with equal force to other higher insti- 
tutions of learning. 

Exposing a Humbug. 

Two of the most prominent organs of 
the governing class in England have 
been speaking out quite freely on the 
subject of an international monetary 
conference. 

The London Times remarks with a 
sneer that “asa matter of fact,the Wol- 
cott bimetallic commission is nothing 
but a device for postponing unwelcome 
decisions.” The Pall Mall Gazette says 
that “President McKinley's efforts for 
international bimetallism are futile.” 

These organs of the governing class 
in England refuse further to aid the 
republicans to deceive the people. They 
speak right out. They say that Mr. Mc- 
Kinley is trifling with the money ques- 
tion. The utterances of these British 
newspapers may be said to dispose of 
the Wolcott bimetallic commission. No 
European country will undertake to act 
in the matter of calling a conference 
unless England can be drawn into the 
scheme, and it is now apparent that 
England will no longer tolerate an idea 
which is in the nature of an admission 
that the gold standard is simply a make- 
shift be got rid of as soon as the na- 
tions can agree on the terms of the rid- 
dance. : 

The Pall Mall Gazette declares that 
if Mr. McKinley is not aware of the fact 
that his efforts for international bimetal- 
lism are futile, “he shows a depth of 
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“convictions” of all the republican lead- 


ers in charge, and he informs them what 


they are whenever it becomes necessary. 

But the international conference hum- 
bug is played out. It can no longer 
serve to deceive American voters. It was 
never intended by the republicans to 
amount to anything, and their intentions 
will be carried out in the most perfect 
manner * 
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It would be funny if the morning star 
should turn out to be a stationary air- 
ship. 
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The “prosperity tariff’ will soon be on 
trial. We think Mr. Hanna will demand 
a war with Spain rather than trust to 
the “prosperity” tariff to return him to 
the senate.

The Cotton Crop. 

In spite of the systematic efforts 
made by our farmers to reduce the 
acreage of this year’s cotton crop, it ap- 
pears from recent estimates sent out by 
Messrs. Latham, Alexander & Co., of 
New York, that the crop will be nearly 
1,000,000 acres larger than usual. 

The estimates of the New York es- 
tablishment are based upon data re- 
ceived from 2,606 correspondents scat- 
tered throughout the southern states, and 
are, therefore, reasonably accurate. In 
the following table will be found the 
actual cotton acreage planted in 1896 
and also the estimated acreage for the 
present year, as figured out by Messrs. 
Latham, Alexander & Co.:

With the exception. of Texas, which 
is the largest cotton producing state in 
the south, Georgia heads the list in the 
number of acres planted in cotton for 
the present year. Next to Georgia cOmes 
Alabama, according to the estimates 
sent out by the New York establishment, 
which does not show material gains in 
cotton acreage over 1896. Of course it 
is too early in the season to predict with 
any degree of accuracy what the size of 
the present cotton crop will be in ac- 
tual bales; but, in all probability, it will 
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peassmneys: 
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‘be much larger than last year’s crop. 


Production and Prices. 

The Savannah News, as becomes its 
extreme and conservative character, is 
one of the strongest advocates of what 
certain politicians call “sound money.” 

In season and out of season, The News 
has advocated Cleveland and Cleveland- 
ism with all of its ramifications; and 
not even when the great bond issue was 
made, was the conservative coat of The 
News penetrated, but faithful and true, 
it stood by the administration. though 
the people might howl and the cry come 
up from every country place that prod- 
igal nature was not able to earn its 
proper reward. 

In a recent issue of The News, great 
concern is expressed for the men who 
are engaged in the turpentine business. 
It is said that notwithstanding the im- 
mense reductionin the output resulting 
from an agreement among the operat- 
ors, the prices are unsatisfactory, and 
no clew as to the cause is in sight. The 
decline in the output this year, owing 
to that understanding, will be from 40,- 
000 to 45,000 casks. In fact, the receipts 
since April ist—the beginning of the 
naval stores year—have been fully 20,000 
casks less than for the same period last 
year. This causes The News to ask, 
for the operators, the question “why the 
price of the product has not gone much 
higher?” Last year the lowest price 
ever known prevailed about this time. 
While it is now a little In advance of 
the price of that date, it is still unsatis- 
factory; and the operators wonder why 
it is that there is always a demand for 
every cask of spirits offered at Savan- 
nah; and at the same time, to quote The 
News, “The buyers, instead of sellers, 
place the price upon it.” 

This all recalls the truism that “none 
are so blind as those who will not see.” 
The same policy which has led to con- 
traction in every other Interest has 
fastened its fangs upon the turpentine 
interest as well; and it is no wonder 
that, with the shortened production of 
and yet good demand for the product, 
prices have smashed so hopelessly as 
to be a cause of almost despair to those 
who are engaged in production. A par- 
tial answer on this line was furnished 
by the commercial reports of last week, 
wherein Bradstreet’s declared that the 
“volume of business was larger,” and 
yet admits that it was “disappointing.” 


Here it may be well to divide the 
question.

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EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


The ‘birthday of the American flag was 
celebrated in many parts of the United 
States on last Monday. Previous to June 
14, 1777, the colonies had no flag save, of 
course, such miscellaneous emblems as the 
different regiments of soldiers saw fit to 
select. On January 2, 1776, says a leading 
exchange, Washington hoisted the first 
striped flag at his headquarters in Cam- 
bridge, Mass., and the event was heralded 
by a salute of thirteen guns for the thir- 
teen colonies. This flag had thirteen stripes 
of white and red with the united crosses 
of St. George and St. Andrew on a blue 
field in the corner. It is possible that 
Washington copied the design of the ban- 
ner from one which had been presented to 
a Philadelphia troop of horse, six months 
before, as the two were identical. But one 
hundred and twenty years ago, the 14th of 
June, the crosses of England were taken 
from the flag and thirteen stars on a blue 
field substituted. General Washington was 
chairman of the committee who reported 
this change to the continental congress in 
session at Philadelphia. It was resolved, 
“That the flag of the thirteen United 
States be stripes, altérnate red and white, 
that the union be thirteen stars, white in 
a blue field, representing a new constella- 
tion.” It has been suggested that the con- 
stellation referred to was “‘Lyra,”” symbolic 
of harmony, and that this was the origin 
of the stars. The stripes are said to have 
been suggested by the flag of several 
other nations. The first flag was made by 
Betsy Ross, of Philadelphia, to whom the 
design was taken.

Says The 
Baltimore Sun: Mr. Tesla’s device is based 
upon sound waves transmitted by vibra- 
tions, but Mr. Edison, who is probably the 
greatest electrician in the world, is inclined 
tc amuse himself at Tesla’s expense. He 
declares that it would require five or six 
million horse power to send one. sound 


wave to England, and of course the “game [- 


would not be worth the candle” if an ex- 
penditure of millions of horse power were 
involved in the transmission of a single 
wave of sound 3,000 miles. Mr. Tesla, 
however, is not discomfited by the ridicule 
of the “Wizard of Menlo Park.” “It will 
be possible,”” he answers, ‘“‘to convey a 
sound wave to England or any other dis- 
tance with one horse power instead of six 
million. I will undertake to do it.’”’ The 
British government is now conducting ex- 
periments in South Wales over a distance 
of nine miles with what is known as the 
Marconi system, by which signals are con- 
veyed without the use of wires. The idea 
is not altogether new, however, for as far 
back as 182 Morse contended that teleg- 
raphy without wires. was practicable. Mr. 
Tesla expresses the greatest confidence in 
his invention, and intimates that by means 
of it we may in time communicate with the 
stars. This opens up many fascinating pos- 
sibilities. It would be interesting, for in- 
stance, to Know what the inhabitants of 
Mars think of the marvelous romances 
which have been writen about them. May 
they not be as interprising as the people of 
this planet which we call the earth? Per- 
haps they, too, have their Tesla, who 
hopes some time to communicate with 
other worlds

McMullins then made an affidavit 
which denies the one filed on the day set 
for the hanging and states almost exactly 
what he swore to on both of the trials of 
the case. 

In this last affidavit he says that Deputy 
Sheriff Buchanan did not threaten him, but 
only told him that the best thing he could 
do would be to swear to the truth. This 
affidavit has the effect to kill the first one 
and to completely exonerate the deputy 
sheriff. 

McMullins, while he is an ignorant old 
negro, appears to be honest. He said that 
he signed the other affidavit for the pur- 
pose of saving his rephew’s life. It was 
read to him but he had no thought of do- 
ing wrong. 

Deputy Sheriff Buchanan made an affida- 
vit denying in toto the statement that he 
attempted to influence McMullins in any 
way. He says bye pine gs eo a nanvid 
the sub na of the grand jury e ne 
the old man told him that he had been 
asked by the lawyers to swear that he was 
not present at the shooting. Buchanan 
says that he then told the negro that the 
best thing he could do would be to swear 
the truth. He intimated to him that he 
might get in trouble by swearing one way 
at one time ang then at a later day swearing 
to something else. ; 

Other affidavits which uphold Buchanan's 
position were filed and there now seems to 
be no doubt that the~«statement that he 
attempted to ,influence the n Was un- 
founded.

AND THE TICKETS 
How Four Madison Soldiers Saw the 
Sights of Atlanta. 
THE COLONEL WAS PREVIOUS 


He Ordered Out His Men and Left 
Commissioned Officers. 


GREAT ALARM AMONG THE SOLDIERS 


Captain Godfrey and the Other Officers 
Will Now Have To Explain Why 
They Were Not on Hand. 


“Instruct captains to form their men in 
line and march them into the carshed 
at once.

He 
ran up to the gatekeeper und spoke hur- 
riedly and excitedly. Then his mouth drop- 
ped open with a look of blank alarm: 

“They've pulled out,” he said, turning to 
the other soldiers, ‘‘and I’ve got the ticket 
of every darn man in my pocket.” 

' Then the four musketeers strode off and 
disappeared around the corner. 

About the same time there was great 
exc.tement on one of the cars of the spe- 
cial going Griffinward. 

The conductor had reached the car occu- 
_ pied by the Madison Home Guards. 

“Tickets!’’ he roared, and reached out 
his hand to the first man. 

“Captain got my ticket,’’ explained the 
soldier and the conductor passed on.

The suit was filed by Atttor- 
neys Maddox and Terrell and the plaintiff 
in the case is B. S. Burnett, the young 
man who was arrested several days ago 
On a warrant charging him with having 
received and sold stolen goods. Burneit 
has an office in the Kimball house and is 
well known as an expert wireworker in 
gold and silver. 

The Thornton diamond, which was stol- 
en from the residence of Mrs. A. E. Thorn- 
ton during the days of the exposition, has 
been returned to its original owner, but 
the different persons who handled the 

recious gem may yet be reminded of their 
Sealings for many days to come. Will 
Crawford is now under an indictment fram 
the grand jury, charged with being the 
first person to handlo the stone. It is al- 
leged that he entered the residence of Mrs. 
a ge and took the diamond from her 

we tray. 

Te SS eatened that Crawford sold the stone 
to young har, who was an innocent 
purchaser. Pharr is said to have given 
Crawford $25 for the stone, which was 
easily worth $350. Pharr pawned the stone 
with Pawnbroker Schaul, receiving an ad- 
vance of $50 upon the diamond. After fail- 
ing to redeem the state, Schaul sold it to 
Burnett, who paid $6, reselling it to Kai- 
ser for the sum of $75. It was found in 
Kaiser's. possession and returned to Mrs. 
Thornton.

Burnett claims 
that he was prosecuted by Pawnbroker 
Kaiser when the latter knew he was not 
@W@ity of receiving stolen property, know- 
tng tne same to be stolen. Burnett says he 
Was an innocent purchaser and bought the 
stone because he knew he could sell it 
tsa Kaiser immediately at an increase of 
$4.10. Burnett now claims that Kaiser knew 
the full history of the diamond and that 
he has been arrested and prosecuted purely 
out of malice.

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GRANT GANG TRIED: 


HELD WITHOUT BOND 


Preliminary Trial of the Men Is Held 
at Fayetteville. 


GRIFFIN CONFESSES TO CRIME 


Says He Saw Parks Kill the Negro 
and Sink the Body. 


PARKS IS STILL AT LARGE, IT APPEARS 


The Gang Is in Jonesboro Jail, Wait- 
ing the Next Term of the 8Su- 
perior Court. 


A preliminary trial was given the six 
members of the famous gang charged with 
the murder of a negro in Carroll county, 
on Monday, and five of the prisoners were 
bound over on the charge without bond. 

John Harris proved he was in no way 
connected with the murder and was re- 
leased. He was instantly arre’ted, how- 
ever, On & warrant issued from Carroll 
county charging him with burglary. 

In the preliminary hearing Tom Griffin 
confessed about the killing, saying that 
Will Parks, who is still at large, did the 
work. He exonerated the Grant boys. 
Judge McGough held that they were ac- 
cessories to the crime and weuld be held on 
the charge. 

A large crowd was in Fayetteville to wit- 
ness the trial. There was very little excite- 
ment, as the alleged operations of this 
gang had been in the adjoining county. 

Solicitor Tom Atkinson was the prosecu- 
tor in the case. Griffin, who made the con- 
fession, was silent during the trial. He 
would only answer questions when’ they 
were put to him. His confession as being a 
Witness to the crime caused a. sensation. 
Parks, whom he says did the killing, has 
not been heard from since the occurrence. 

The murdered negro accidentally came 
upon the Grant gang while they were bur- 
giarizing the store of Matthews Bros., at 
the small station of Clem, it is alleged. The 
negro at the point of a pistol was com- 
pelled to help the gang remove the stolen 
goods from the store. ; 

In order to keep him from telling, he was 
given employment by Grigs Grant, the 
leader of the gang. Several weeks ago a 
discussion arose between Grant and the 
negro. The negro left the house and _re- 
marked that he knew a good deal more 
than they suspected. 


Several Arrests Made. 


That night he was locked up in a barn. 
This was the last seen or heard of him un- 
til his dead body was found in a crevice 
on the banks of Flint river. Several small 
boys were in swimming when the mutilated 
body was found. yo investigation by 
the authorities the Grant boys and their 
running mates Were suspected of the mur- 
der. They were arrested and placed in the 
Carroliton jail. Public sentiment was run- 
ning high at the time and three of the men 
were brought to Atlanta last Friday. 

For several months numerous _ stores 
around Carrollton have been robbed. It 
was evidently the work of an organized 
gang. They would visit one section and 
while the authorities were making an in- 
vestigation here they would be heard from 
in the adjoining county. 

The members of the gang are among the 
most prominent men in the county. The 
Grant boys are especially well connected. 
Hundreds of dollars’ worth of the goods 
stolen have been recovered. 


Are in Jonesboro Jail. 


The five prisoners were seen in the Jones- 
boro jail by a representative of The Con- 
stitution yesterday. Griffin, who made the 
confession, says he has told all he intends 
74 tell and refused to say anything fur- 

er. ; 

Ingram and Holcomb stated that they ex- 
pected to be acquitted before a superior 
court judge. They still deny that they 
were members of the Grant gang, and that 
they ever had any dealings with these 
boys. Tom Griffin seems not to care as 
to what his fate will be. He is said to be 
trying to save the Grant boys. While in 
Fulton county jail he stated that the two 
Grants had nothing to do with the killing. 

“I don't know who killed the negro,’ said 
Grigs Grant. “I had him employed on my 

lace and missed him. me was a new 

nd and I didn’t once suspect that he had 
been foully dealt with. I missed him, but 
supposed he had decideu to quit working 
for me and had gone into the town. 

“I haven’t any idea where Parks is. I 
haven't seen him for several weeks.” 
When asked about the goods that had been 
found on his place Grant refused to make 
reply. He has said notning about the rob- 
beries. 

The officers claim that John Harris was 
arrested for being one of the burglars who 
robbed Matthews Bros. store. He was 
me to Carroliton, where he will stand 
trial. :

“They've pulled out,"”’ he said, turning to 
the other soldiers, ‘‘and I’ve got the ticket 
of every darn man in my pocket.” 

Then the four musketeers strode off and 
disappeared around the corner. 

About the same time there was great 
exc.tement on one of the cars of the spe- 
cial going Griffinward. 

The conductor had reached the car occu- 
pied by the Madison Home Guards. 

Tickets!’ he romred, and reached out 
his hand to the first man. 

“Captain got my ticket,’’ explained the 
soldier and the conductor passed on.

GRANT GANG TRIED, 


HELD WITHOUT BOND 


Preliminary Trial of the Men Is Held 
at Fayetteville. 
GRIFFIN CONFESSES TO CRIME 


Says He Saw Parks Kill the Negro 
and Sink the Body. 


PARKS IS STILL AT LARGE, IT APPEARS 


The Gang Is in Jonesboro Jail, Wait- 
ing the Next Term of the Su- 
perior Court. 


A preliminary trial was given the six 
members of the famous gang charged with 
the murder of a negro in Carroll county, 


on Monday, and five of the prisoners were . 


bound over on the charge without bond. 

John Harris proved he was in no way 
connected with the murder and was_ re- 
leased. He was instantly arre’ted, how- 
ever, On a@ warrant issued from Carroll 
county charging him with burglary. 

In the preliminary hearing Tom Griffin 
confessed about the killing, saying that 
Will Parks, who is still at large, did the 
work. He exonerated the Grant boys. 
Judge McGough held that they were ac- 
cessories to the crime and would be held on 
the charge. 

A large crowd was in Fayetteville to wit- 
ness the trial. There was very little excite- 
ment, as the alleged operations of this 
gang had been in the adjoining county. 

Solicitor Tom Atkinson was the prosecu- 
tor in the case. Griffin, who made the con- 
fession, was silent during the trial. He 
would only answer questions when they 
were put to him. His confession as being a 
witness to the crime caused a sensation. 
Parks, whom he says did the killing, has 
not been heard from since the occurrence. 

The murdered negro accidentaliy came 
upon the Grant gang while they were bur- 
giarizing the store of Matthews Bros., at 
the small station of Clem, it is alleged. The 
hegro at the point of a pistol was com- 
pelled to help the gang remove the stolen 
goods from the store. 

In order to keep him from telling, he was 
given employment by Grigs Grant, the 
leader of the gang. Several weeks ago a 
discussion arose between Grant and the 
negro. The negro left the house and _re- 
marked that he knew a good deal more 
than they suspected. 


Several Arrests Made. 


That night he was locked up in a barn. 
This was the last seen or heard of him un- 
til his dead body was found in a crevice 
on the banks of Flint river. Several small 
boys were in swimming when the mutilated 
bedy was found. Upon investigation by 
the authorities the Grant boys and their 
running mates Were suspected of the mur- 
der. They were arrested and placed in the 
Carroliton jail. Public sentiment was run- 
ning high at the time and three of the men 
were brought to Atlanta last Friday. 

For several months numerous stores 
around Carrollton have been robbed. It 
was evidently the work of an organized 
gang. They would visit one section and 
while the authorities were making an in- 
vestigation here they would be heard from 
in the adjoining county.

John Brownlee, City Employes, Meets 
a Tragie Fate. 


W. J. ATKINSON BADLY HURT 


The Horses to a Sanitary Wagon Run 
Away on Cottage Hill. 


HOW THE FATAL ACCIDENT OCCURRED 


Coroner Will Hold an Inquest Over 
Brownlee This Morning—Atkin- 
son Makes a Statement. 


A team belonging to the city sanitary 
-department ran away yisterday afternoon 
and John Brownlee was hurled to instant 
death and W. J. Atkinson seriously, and 
perhaps fatally, injured. Both are white 
men and employees of the city. 

Yesterday afternoon about half-past 65 
o’clock several sanitary wagons and carts 
were going toward the dumping grounds 
and were on Cottage Hill, near the At- 
lanta university. One of the wagons was 
driven by W. J, Atkinson and on a seat 
by his side was John Brownlee, who was 
working with him. 

When a steep grade on the hill was 
reached Atkinson and Brownlee heard a 
noise behind them and looking back, saw 
that one of the dump carts immediately in 
their rear had become unbolted and the 
body thrown back. 

The Horses Run Away. 

The noise caused the horse attached to 
the dump cart to run and Atkinson tried 
to ttrn his horses to avold a collision. The 
noise and confusion caused the horses in 


rently frightened, grabbed hold of the 
reins while they were held by Atkinson, 

A street car was approaching and a 
new danger was in sight. Just then one 
of the front wheels of the wagon came 
on. In an instant both men were thrown 
forward. Atkinson fell sideways and a 
wheel passed over his body, inflicting seri- 
ous wounds; Brownlee fell forward on his 
head and was instantly killed. 

An Inquest This Morning. 

The dead man was taken into a store 
near by and the coroner summoned. Later 
the coroner had fhe body taken to Patter- 
son’s undertaking establishment, where an 
inquest will be held this morning. 

Atkinson was carried to the Grady hos- 
pital in the ambulance, where he was put 
under the influence of opintes and an 
examination of his injuries made. It was 
found that three or four of his ribs had 
been broken, and one of them in the back 
pressed against the lung. While he may 
not be in any immediate danger, a case 
of surgical pneumonia may develop and 
prove fatal. 

What Atkinson Says. 

Atkinson was seen at the hospital by a 
reporter of The Constitution just after he 
was taken there. He gave an account of 
the accident, speaking with great difficul- 
ty, as his breathing seemed to be labored. 

He made the following statement: 

“We “were going down a rather steep 
hill when the pin to a dump cart came 
loose and the cart was thrown back. 
This caused the horses to run awey and 
then our horges ran. Brownlee tried to 
take the reins from my hands, but I held 
to them. I would have checked the: horses 
but for the fact that a street car came 
upon us. We had to pull out and then a 
front wheel rolied off. I was on the side 
away from the lost wheel and did not 
fail so hard as Brownlee, but the wheel 
nearest me ran over my body and I felt 
as if the whole earth was on me. I did 
not know how Brownlee was killed. He 
caught me around the neck, and I could 
not shake him off until the fall parted us. 
It all occurred in a few seconds and it 
is hard to tell just how it happened.”’ 

Atkinson lives on Jett street and has a 
family. He has been employed by the city 
for quite a while and has been a good 
workman. 

Brownlee worked for the city as a sort 
of supernumerary and had no regular job. 
He was about sixty years of age and leaves 
several children. His home was ..ear the 
Exposition Cotton mills.

That Sum Is Lost to the City Annually 
by Exemptions. 


THE ASSESSORS MAKE REPORT 


Manufacturing Concerns and Amount 
of Exemptions Is Shown by Them. 


PROPERTY IS VALUED AT ABOUT $867,000 


Council Will Take Up the Question 
of Extending the Privilege to All 
Manufacturing Institutions. 


The city of Atlanta is losing $10,837.50 ev- 
ery year by making certain tax exemptions 


on factory property. 

Property estimated to be worth $867,000 is 
exempt from taxation by action of the city 
council in recent years. 

And this exemption is benefiting only four 
of the @ozens of manufacturing concerns 
of this city. That many firms are relieved 
of the payment of yearly taxes to the 
amount stated, the figures being estimated 
by the city tax assessors. 

When a petition from: the Atlanta Paper 
Company, asking to be allowed the exemp- 
tion privilege had been adopted by the 
council, after considerable opposition and 
dissension on the subject, in which Coun- 
cilman Lumpkin, of the third ward, took 
a decided stand against granting privileges 
of this kind unless the city proposed to 
make the rule general. Councilman Thomp- 
son introduced a resolution requesting the 
city tax assessors to prepare and submit 
a report showing the names of the firms 
which have been allowéd exemption from 
taxes and also showing the value of the 
property on which such firms are not re- 
quired to pay taxes. 

The Tax Assessors’ Report. 

This report of the assessors has been 
prepared and it was filed with City Clerk 
Green a day or two ago to be presented to 
the council Monday. The report will be 
read with interest by many manufacturers 
who are interested on the subject. It fol- 
lows:

The assessors es- 
timate that the property of the company 
is worth as much as $800,000, as shown in 
their report. The other taxable values is 

,000, and on a whole the tax rate of $1.25 
would bring the city $10,837.50 annually if 
bias property was not exempt from taxa-

The Fulton mills have enjoyed this ex- 
emption privilege for fifteen years and the 
council only last year granted it another 
fifteen-year exemption privilege, making a 
thirty-year exemption privilege for the com- 


pany. : 
The agitation of the subject will be con- 
tinued in the council and among the man- 
ufacturers of the ctty and citizens general- 
ly, for the reason that there is pending in 
council a resolution offéreda by Councilman 
Lumpkin declaring it to be the policy for 
the city to exempt a)l manufacturing con- 
cerns from taxation in order to encourage 
the establishment of factories. | 
Mr. Lumpkin says the privilege should 
be extended to all alike, the small con- 
cern as well as the large one.

New York, June 15.—The upward prog- 
ress of prices was brought to a halt dur- 
ing the progress of trading today on the 
stock exchange and earlier gains were 
wiped out, leaving some important stocks 
below last night’s close. There was ho 
very obvious reason for the reaction be- 
yond the general principle that reaction is 
always bound to come after an advance. 
The long continued steadiness and firmness 
of the market have inclined the profes- 
sional traders to count rather more confi- 
dently upon reaction on the principle that 
the longer it is delayed the greater the re- 
maining certainty that it will come.

While 
prices were at times very materiaily above 
last night’s close, later recessions brought 
prices of the majority of stocks back to 
slightly above or below last night. The 
prevailing dullness in the London market, 
owing to the jubilee festivities, had its 
effect on this market, arbitrage operations 
being much restricted. Perhaps this fact 
lessened the effect of the death of the 
Kaffir king. the ‘mmediate group of securi- 
ties with which he was associated showing 
no noticeable effect. Some sentimental ef- 
fect was nevertheless produced in this 
market. The announcement of a shipment 
of $600,000 in gold by Thursday’s steamer 
was coupled with the announcement that 
mone of it would be withdrawn from the 
cub-treasury. The shipment revertheless 
had its effect In selling off the market. The 
May trade statement shows an increase of 
over $11,000,000 in the merchandise exports 
over those of a year ago. the imports in- 
creased over $22.00.000, the excess of im- 
ports being $1,%9,%3. Among the state- 
ments of imports in April, in anticipation 
of tariff changes, are 98,547.736 pounds of 
raw wool, against only about — 12,000,000 
pounds for the same period last year and 
740,114,045 pounds of raw sugar, against 569,- 
: 610,068 for April last year. These heavy 
balances are probably stimulated for the 
most part and are bound to effect the ex- 
change situation for some time to come. 
On the other hand the week’s exports from 
New York show an increase of $1,902,985 
over last week’s and London continues to 
: buy stocks in this market, though In vary- 
ing amounts, which fs true also of the 
sales. Sugar, Burlington, St. Paul and 
Chicago Gas, in the order named, absorbed 
half the dealing today, showing a much 
marrower range of speculation than for 
some time. 

The total sales of stocks today were 261.- 
127 shares, including American Sugar 49,300, 
Burlington and Quincy 4,30, Chicago Gas 
20.300. Louisville and Nashville 7,500, 
Northern Pacific preferred 7,80, Reading

Atlanta, June 15.—While the volume of 
buSiness upon the cotton exchange has 
been smali, the market has developed a 
firmer undertone and prices, after opening 
3 to 4 points up, gradually advanced fur- 
ther, closing 8 to 11 points higher than yes- 
terday. A radical improvement in the de- 
mand for spots in Liverpool, more favorable 
reports regarding the Manchester situation, 
the firmness of futures in Liverpool and the 
advance of i1-léc in the prices of print 
cloths at Fall River are the tactors which 
are responsible for the betier feeling. De- 
spife the fact that the weekly weather crop 
bulletin indieates some considerable im- 
provement in crop condition during the 
past weet, the market holds steady, and 
the preponderance of opinion appears ratn- 
er in’ favor of than agairst the market. 
The rapid decrease in port stocks and the 
premium whtiich spots now command over 
futures are rather in favor of an advance 
than a decline in the summer months. The 
situation is, of course, one which could be 
easily cornered were there any leader, and, 
as The Houston Post says: “If the season 
ends without an attempt to corner the 
market it will go down in bearish history 
for future reference.’’ However, in view. of 
the almost unprecedented strength of the 
statistical situation, the market may prac- 
tically corner iself, should anything hap- 
pen to the growing crop during the crucial 
months of July and August. Meantime 
speculation in cotton continues very dull, 
rnotwithsianding the fact that both the 
stock and grain markets are experiencing 
some revival of activity. It is reasonable 
to believe that unless crop developments 
during the next few weeks shall materially 
weaken the situation by reason of fact 
that an enormous yield shall seem in 
prospect, the strength of the legitimate 
position will attract to that market specu- 
lative attention with the result of edvanc- 
ing values.

GOVERNMENT WEATHER REPORT 


Conditions the Past Week Have Been 
' Generally Favorable. 
Washington, June 15.—The weather bu- 
reau in its report of crop conditions for 
the week ended June 14th says: 
“The weather conditions of the past 
week have been generally favorable to 
agricultural interests over the greater por- 


tion of the country. There has been much 


rain, however, in New England and the 
northern portion of the middle Atlantic 
states, where it has also been rather cool, 
while over portions of the lower Ohio val- 
ley, western Tennessee and northwest Mis- 
souril rain is much needed. Except over 
limited areas rain would prove generally 
beneficial to growing crops in the central 
vaileys and central gulf states. 

“The latter part of the week was particu- 
larly favorable to the states of the upper 
Mississippi and Missouri valleys. In Ne- 
braska, the week was the most favorable 
of the season. 

“Corn, while generally backward, has 
made good progress in the principal corn 
states under the favorable weather condi- 
tions of the past week. 

“There has ‘been a general improvement 
in the condition of cotton throughout the 
cotton. belt, it being most marked in South 
Carolina and Georgia. The cotton crop is 
generally clean and insects less numerous. 

“In Texas it needs warm, dry weather 
over the northern portion of the _ stute, 
where the growth has been slow and some 
replanting continues, while showers would 
prove beneficial in other sections of the 
state, 

“Except on the Pacific coast, winter 
wheat has continued to improve. Harvest 
is now in progress in the southern portions 
of Kansas, Missouri and Illinois, and is 
nearing completion in some of the more 
southerly states. In Texas nearly’ the 
whole crop is now in shock and in good 
condition except in some localities where 
damage from rain has resulted. On the 
Pacific coast the condition of winter 
wheat is only fair; in Oregon and in Cali- 
fornia high temperatures have caused the 
grain to shrink. Recent rains in eastern 
Washington promise to improve the condi- 
tion of the crop in that section. 

“Spring wheat has experienced some im- 
provement in Minnesota and North Dakota, 
the crop is recovering rapidly from the ef- 
fects of low temperatures of the previous 
week. 

“Tobacco needs rains+in Tennesse and 
Kentucky and sunshine in Pennsylvania. 
The early planted is being cut in Florida, 
and —s is in progress in Wisconsin 
and Ohio. The Virginia crop has _ been 
planted and practically the whole crop has 
been set in Maryland and Indiana.

Chicago, June 15.—Wheat started weak 
today and continued so until the end of the 
session, closing at a 1%c decline. The hot 
weather which wilted the collars of the 
speculators, had the same effect on the 
prices. The weather being ideal for the 
new crop, prices in the other speculative 
markets suffered proportionately, corn de- 
clining %c, oats %@%c and provisions were 
24%2@12%%c lower. 

In wheat there was a scarcity of July 
for a few minutes at the commencement 
of trading, but there was plenty of Septem- 
ber. The first transactions in July were at 
from 70% to 70%s, about yesterday’s clos- 
ing price and 70%c a few seconds later. 
September wheat, which was for sale at 
from 65 to €5%c, dropped quickly to 44% and 
(yc. It was when September got down to 
that price that the. pressure began to be 
felt in July, and at the end of the first fif- 
tecn minutes July was down to 69%c and 
September to 643¢c, the nearby futures hav- 
ing by that time become the weaker of the 
two, showing lc decline at the quotation 
last given compared with the price at the 
close yesterday, while the loss in September 
at the same time was ic. There was noth- 
ing startling or unusual in the news from 
the outside, but what leaning it had was 
toward the bear side. The foreign markets 
were quoted somewhat higher, but did not 
show the advance expected. The weather 
throughout the west was hot and forcing, 
and favorable to crops for the most part, 
the exception being that rains had fallen 
in some districts where ihe winter wheat 
harvest is in progress.

Atlanta, June 15.—The action of Liverpool 
today opening only %d higher and losing 
this during the session, closing at unchang- 
ed prices from yesterday, exerted quite a 
bear influence on traders. The weakness 
in that market was probably due to heavy 
receipts there the past three days—6S8,000 
bushels—but the fact that the recent reports 
of damage to the Danube, Indian and Bul- 
garian crops are received in such an indif- 
ferent manner on the other side, quite clear- 
ly demonstra‘*es that rather a bearish spec- 
ulative feeling prevails. On Saturday and 
yesterday, the Chicago market advanced 
2144c per bushel from the close Friday. Liv- 
erpool responded with only id advance, 
half of which was lost. The selling today 
began at the opening and continued dur- 
ing the greater portion of the session, but 
the feeling was nervous, and had there 
been any good-sized buying, it is more than 
likely shorts would have found some diffi- 
culty in covering their contracts, except at 
a loss, but the bulls seemed to lack enthu- 
siasm and the demand was insufficient to 
take care of the offerings.

Those who expected to see the state fair 
a. conpse yesterday morning were disap- 
pointed. 

The enterprise thok on new life, gath- 
ered fresh hope and made a spurt which 
will carry it on to a successful finish. 

The fair is going to be held. .It will be 
held in Atlanta. The prospect ‘was rather 
doubtful yesterday morning when the fair 
committee of the State Agricultural So- 
ciety and the committee of citizens from 
Atlantd headed by Mr. Joseph Thompson, 
met in room 104 of the Kimball house. 
There were some who said. the fair could 
not be held and advised that the matter 
be dropped. ¢ 

Colonel T. B. Felder was at the meeting 
and violently opposed any proposition con- 
cerning the abandonment of the enterprise. 
He made a red hot talk, holding up At- 
lanta pride and showing that it was not in 
keeping with the spirit of the city to let 
the fair go through. 

“He talks just like Henry Grady,” said 
Mr. Bryant, of the executive Committee. 

Mr. Felder nodded his head and contin- 
ued his speech, 

Through his suggestion the committee 
decided to accept a cash offer from Atlanta 
of $6,000 and to release the city altogether 
—_ the $10,000 guarantee fund originally 

The original propvusition to the city was 
that it should raise $4,500 for what would 

known as the expense fund, which was 
to go to defraying the running ‘expenses 
of the fair. The $10,000 would be known 
as the guarantee fund and payment would 
not be required, if any payment was re- 
quired until after the close of the fair. 

When the committee met yesterday 
enocgh money was in sight for putting up 
the cash fund required, but only $4,400 was 
on hand for the guarentee fund. It was 
explained that this could be naised. 

“There will be no trouble in the world 
in raising this money,” said Colonel Fel- 
der. “I. can take twe or three men and 
have tn‘a day or two the full amount re- 
quired: Why should it not do to let $4,500 
cash. stand and ask for $1,500 more in cash 
and relieve us from the guarantee?” 

Colonel Felder explained that the guaran- 
tee was looked upon as a kind of cash 
fund, and that those who subscribed ex- 
pected to pay up the money. 

President J. Pope Brown, of the society, 
put the question before the committee as 
“to Whether the itncreasé of cash and’ the 
elimination of the tee fund would 
be_ feasible. The question was discussed at 
length. Colonel J. W. Waddell: believed 
that the suggestion was a g one.

An Historic Old Weil. 


From The Louisville Courier-Journal. 
‘+ There is a strange cld well in the center 
of Nicholasviile and there are many strange 
stories told of it. It is the pride of the 
tewn, and there are many people here who 
will drink no water except that drawn 
from the town pump. The water is soft 
limestone and the depth of the well makes 
it very cool and refreshing. The well was 
never known to go dry; in fact, it is said 
that it is supplied by an inexhaustible 
stream, and that it is impossible to pump 
all the water out of it. In , wien Gen- 
eral. Burnside in command of the ninth 
corps of the federal army, 36,000 strong, 
marched through this state on the Cum- 
berland Gap expedition, he was compelled 
to camp here for six weeks, and during 
the time the entire army was supplied with 
water from this well, and it did not seem 
to lower the water in it. The well is 27S 
feet deep and was dug in 1826. Strange as 
it may seem, but it is nevertheless true, it 
was dug-mainly by a blind man, John W. 
Charlotte, who could not see out of either 
eye, took the contract to dig it, and’ he 
employed only one assistant, Charles Mar- 
tin. They dug the first twenty-eight feet 
of the well and the remainder of it was 
bored. The auger. went down 260 feet be- 
fore it struck water, and when it finally 
struck the crystal fluid the water spurted 
upward over the top of the excavation for 
a hundred feet. Charlotte had found the 
stream by means of the old backwoods

Both the Good and Bad Records of 
Employees Aré Written Down.

LOYAL SERVICE TO BE RECOGNIZED 


The Men Think That It Will Work 
Wery Well—It Is All Right for 
Capable Employees.

The Gouthern railway has adapted the 
Brown system of discipline and the engine- 
men, firemen, trainmen and yardmen are 
all working under that system, which went 
into effect June ist. 

Under this system a record is kept. of 
the men. The good things which they 
do are set down in a book and so are the 
instances of neglect of duty or worse. And 
in the long run a good record may offset 
some mistake or error. 

The penalty of suspension from duty 
with loss of pay to employees has been 
abandoned. F : 

The penalty for neglect of duty and bad 
conduct shall be by reprimand, suspension 
or dismissal from the service. 

Discipline for offenses, such as necessi- 
tate dismissal or discharge from the com- 
pany'’s service under the old rules, will be 
continued. 

The ol4 method of investigation is con- 
tinued, 

Each division superintendent will keep 
a record book in his office In‘ which an 
entry shall be made of every case of ne- 
glect of duty, violation of rules or bad 
conduct, with the ‘penalty’ fmposed. There 
shall also be kept in this book a credit ac- 
count, in which record shall be made of 
excellent conduct, deeds of heroism, loyal- 
ty, etc, which shall be given full consid- 
eration in connection with the charges 
entered against any employee. These books 
will always be open to any employee to 
look up his own record, but no employee 
will be permitted to examine the record 
of another. 

‘Bulletins will be issued stating briefly 
and concisely the cause of each case of 
discipline, omitting name, date, train and 
location. Each employee @isciplined will 
be furnished with a copy of the bulletin 
bearing on his case, giving expense to the 
company of property damaged or persons 
injured by his carelessness or failure to 
observe the rules. 

The record of employees will be examin- 
ed from time to time by the superinten- 
dent for the respective divisions and other 
officers, and if it should appear that. any 
employee is not a desirable person for the 
service, after a full consideration of his 
record, he may be discharged. 

This system is introduced by the South- 
ern with a vfew to enforcing a stricter 
observance of rules and regulations. The 
officials believe that is will be beneficial 
to the service. 

The employees seem to think that it 
will be a good thing for men who really 
take an interest in their work, and it may 
bring more rapid promotion for the bright 
men. Men who are negligent and are not 
loyal may find that the Brown system 
will soon work them out of their jobs. The 
men are accepting the new system in the 
right spirit and are disposed to give it a 
fair trial.on its merits. One of the South- 


knowledge particular acts of vigilance, 
deeds, of heroism and the like by letter or 
bulletin, as it would not only be appre- 
ciated by the man who was the recipient, 
but it would stimulate others to better 
work. On many roads, if a man by vig- 
ilance @etccts a dangerous point on the 
track and stops his train in time to avoid 
an .accident, it is taken just as a matter 
of duty and nothing is said of it, whereas 
if a bulletin were issued and posted at 
division headquarters, it would be a com- 
pliment which the engineer would appre- 
ciate more than a money consideration. 
Often a very little thing saves a company 
a great deal of money and property. The 
men who have the company’s interest at 
heart are always watching everything as 
if it were his own. These are the men 
who make a service efficient. 

The system |takes its name from a general 
manager, who introduced it a year or two 
ago, and the roads which have adopted it 


say that it works like a charm and is 
very satisfactory to both the men and the 
officials. |

ANASTY LETTER 
CAUSED SEARS’ WOR 


Alleged That He Sent Obscene Letters 
Through the Mails. 


HIS WIFE IS THE PROSECUTOR 


Brothers-in-Law Give Evidence To 
Place Him Under Bond. 


IT MAY BE A CONSPIRACY AGAINST HIM 


Sears Claims That It Is a Plot To 
Ruin Him—Lively Developments 
May Follow. 


The case against J. G. Sears, charged 
with sending obscene letters through the 
mails, developed some rather sensational 
testimony when it was placed on trial in 
Judge Broyles’s court yesterday. 

Sears was bound over. It is highly prob- 
able that the trial will be followed by 
prosecution for conspiracy, as Sears claims 
that the whole matter is a plot to ruin 


him. 

The case was very interesting. Sears was 
defended by Mr. H. C. Peeples and was 
prosecuted by Messrs. Massey & Bell, on 
the part of the government. A large 
crowd was in the courtroom during the 
trial. Some of the spectators were of the 
best peopie of Clayton county, where all 
the involved parties live. 

The letter which caused all the trouble 
was placed Tn evidence. ihe reading was 
as obscene as the most vulgar mind could 
conceive. Evidently it was written by a 
person of very depraved mind, as it went 
into details that were horribly indecent. 
Mrs. Sears was not allowed to testify. Her 
brother, Mr. W. W. Gay, of this city, 
swore positively that the letter was in 
Sears’s handwriting. Other relatives of 
Mrs. Searg testified to the same effect. 

The testimony of Bill Travis, the post- 
master at Selina, Clayton county, was the 
most damaging. Travis swore that he 
knew Sears’s handwriting, as he had han- 
died his mails. He identified the writing 
in the obscene letter as being that of 
Sears. Travis is a nephew of Mrs. Sears. 
and he is referred to in the letter as being 
intimate with her. It is claimed that he 
is responsible for the letter; that he and 
his brothers arranged the whole case 
against Sears. It may be that Sears will 
prosecute the Travis boys for conspiracy. 

Sears tried to prove an alibi for the day 
when the letter was alleged to have been 
written. He showed to the court how he 
passed the greater part of the day, and 
failed only to show his whereabouts during 
a small portion of the entire day. The 
testimony against him was so positive that 
Judge Broyles decided to bind him over, 
and a bond of $300 was named by the 
judge. Mr. E. M. Blalock, one of the tead- 
ing business men of Jonesboro, went on 
the bond. 


WILL SELL HALE’S PROPERTY. 


Large Amount of Atlanta Security wo 
Be Sold to the Highest Bidder. 

All the property assigned to the Secu- 
rity Investment Company of Bridgeport, 
Conn., by William C. Hale, will be sold 
before the door of the courthouse the first 
Tuesday in July. 

The property, which is to go to the high- 
est bidder, consists of valuable Atlanta real 
estate, and was assigned to the Security 
company to secure a number of promis- 
sory notes which were given in October, 
1893, to become due last fall. The notes 
have fallen due, but although demand has 
been made for their payment, they yet 
remain unpaid, and the security will now 

sold under the terms of the contract 
which was made between the company and 
Hale when the loan was negotiated. 

One pieee of property, on Gordon street, 
in the eastern part of the city, near the 
residence of General Gordon, was given as 
security for a loan of $800. This will be 
sold, and will go to the highest bidder. 

There are nearly a dozen lots in the 
Same locality, which were transferred to 
secure similar amounts, and all of these 
pieces of real estate will be sold by the 
Security company. 


McDONALD RAISES A ROW. 


Arrested and Refused To Go to Jail. 
Hit an Officer. 

W. H. McDonald, a well-known citizen 
of Belton, was arrested by the bailiffs of 
Judge Foute’s coum yesterday and was 
placed under a heavy bond, which he failed 
to give at the time. 

Bailiff ‘Martin started to jail with him, 
when McDonald made an objection, saying 
that he would not go. He began to jerk 
and raise a row. Bailiff Miller was called 
to. assist in carrying McDonald to jail. As 
he walked up to the prisoner he received 
three blows from a heavy umbrella in the 
hands of the infuriated McDonald. 

Miller, who is a powerful man, easily 
placed the handcuffs on him. He began 
again to raise a racket, and a bailiff who 
was standing near proceeded to knock him 
down. Before they arrived at the jail a 
friend of McDonald met the party and con- 
sented to go on his bond. He was charged 
with a misdemeanor.

NEW TURN EXPECTED 


Mystery of the Sprinz Murder Case Is 
Still Unsolved. 


POINTS OF THE PROSECUTION 


A Peculiar Turn the Evidence Would 
Have Taken in Case Kilpatrick 
Was Tried. 


New developments in the mysterious 
murder case of Joe Sprinz, of Midville, are 
daily expected.. Dr. J. d. Kilpatrick, who 
was jailed for the crime, has been released, 
and although suspicion has turned on an- 
other party, no arrests have been made 
and the mystery remains unsolved. 

It 1s not thought Dr. Kilpatrick will ever 
be arrested again for this crime, but there 
is no telling just what action the prose- 
cution may take. The general opinion, 
however, seems to be that the Midville 
physician is innocent and that he would 
have no trouble in establishing his in- 
nocence in case of another trial. 

The supposition when Dr. Kilpatrick was 
arrested was that he was infatuated with 
Mrs. Spring and killed her ausband in or- 
der to marry her. . 

Dr. Kilpatrick had been Mrs. Sprinz’s 
physician for some time. She had been 
suffering with an organic trouble and just 
before the murder, under Dr. Kilpatrick’s 
advice, she was sent to (Macon to consult 
a specialist. 4 

The theory of the prosecution was that 
there was really nothing the matter with 
Mrs. Sprinz and that Dr. Kilpatrick sent 


her tu Macon merely to get her out of the | 


way so that he could murder her husband. 

The testimony would have hinged largely 
therefore on the evidence of this Macon 
physician, who is Dr. Mettauer, one of 
the best known and most prominent prac- 
titioners of the Central City. 

The prosecution claimed they could prove 
by Dr. Mettauer that Mrs. Sprinz was not 
affected at all, but he was never placed on 
the stand to establish this fact. 

On the other hand Colonel Felder, of the 
defense, went to Macon especially to see 
Dr. Mettauer, who stated he had examined 
Mrs. Sprinz and that her ailment was ex- 
actly as Dr. Kilpatrick had claimed and 
that she was in a very bad state. 

The defense would have claimed, there- 
fore, if the case had ever come to trial, 
Dr. Kilpatrick would have never iwarried a 
woman who is a confirmed invalid. Mrs. 
Sprinz stated in Atlanta she was very un- 
well when she refused to talk about the 
murder and that she was in Macon for 
the purpose of receiving treatment. 

The Midville authorities are now working 
on the new theory and an arrest may soon 
follow. The chain of evidence surrounding 
the suspect, while not complete, is com- 
paratively strong. 


HE WANTS $15,000 DAMAGES. 


Employee of the Southern Files Suit 
for Alleged Personal Injuries. 
James Garst, formerly a switchman in 
the employ of the Southern railway, yes- 
terday filed suit through his attorneys, 
Arnold & Arnold, against the company. in 
the sum of $15,000, claiming that he was 
injured through the negligence of the 

employees of the company. 

Garst claims that on May 3d Iast, he 
was employed by the company to work 
on one of its yard trains as a switchman, 
and that while in tne discharge of his 
duties in the company’s yard near Peters 
wtreet, the engine came ‘back on him 
without a signal, and without warning, 
knocking him down and running over his 
right leg, crushing and mutilating it. He 
claims that it was negligence on the part 
of the company, and that he was free 
from fault.
